Bus service is saved 


A POPULAR bus service in Ely 
which was under threat, has now 
been saved - much to the delight of 
users and campaigners. 

The AbsoluteELY bus service was 
launched when Ely’s Sainsbury’s 
store opened, and operated on a 
three-year contract drawn up 
between Norfolk Green, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

In 2012/13, the number of journeys 
made on the service annually was 
40,285 and in 2013/14 that rose to 
50,807. 

But users were warned earlier this 
year that the service was likely to 
fold due to a lack of council funding. 
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A petition was launched to save the 
service by the local Liberal Democrat 
group and, despite it not having even 
been presented to the councils yet, 
the authorities announced on 
Tuesday that they had agreed to 
extend the funding. 

The money, which is coming from 
the remaining cash from the Section 
106 Bus Fund with Sainsbury’s, 
means the service will continue to 
operate - until at least February 2017. 

Cllr Sue Austen, a Liberal Democrat 
district councillor for Ely West, who 
was the main instigator of the peti¬ 


tion, said: “We’re absolutely delight¬ 
ed. The Conservatives have listened 
and for that I am very grateful. 

“People were really panicking 
about this service being axed. 

“They rely on it to get to work, to get 
to the shops and that’s why there was 
so much support for the petition. 

“We hadn’t even presented the 
petition to the councils yet - we were 
due to do that at the end of this 
month - so I’m just so relieved for 
everyone who would have been 
affected. 

“Bus services in Ely are poor and 
we certainly can’t afford to lose ser¬ 
vices like this one.” 

Cllr James Palmer, leader of the 
district council, said: “The orbital 


bus service has been a great success 
with more and more people using 
the service since it launched in 2012. 

“It has become a vital piece of Ely’s 
infrastructure taking people into the 
city centre to do their shopping, 
helping people to get to the hospital 
and even getting commuters to the 
railway station. 

“As a result, we had no hesitation in 
committing the remaining Section 
106 bus fund to extend the service for 
another two years. 

“We hope with the expected growth 
of Ely, this service will continue to be 
well used by residents over the years 
to come.” 

The service currently provided by 
Norfolk Green comprises of two 


orbital routes linking the housing 
estates on the outskirts of Ely with 
the city centre and the Sainsbury’s 
store in Lisle Lane.

Farmer fined 
for illegal culls 


A FARMER has been fined for 
illegally slaughtering ani¬ 
mals and supplying them to a 
local butcher. 

Lee Smith, of Chatteris 
Road, Mepal, admitted three 
breaches of The Food Hygiene 
(England) Regulations 2006 
and one breach of the General 
Food Regulations 2004 at a 
hearing at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The case began with an 
anonymous telephone call 
alleging meat was being made 
available in the Ely area with¬ 
out going through a slaugh¬ 
terhouse. 

When the case was investi¬ 
gated by environmental 
health officers at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, they found that 
Smith had been illegally 
slaughtering lambs at his 
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home - which was not an 
approved slaughterhouse - 
before supplying the meat to a 
butchers’ shop in the area. 

Smith was unable to pro¬ 
duce any documentation 
confirming how the meat had 
been produced. 

On further examination, the 
lambs were not adequately 
labelled nor were there sys¬ 
tems or procedures in place to 
identify other businesses to 
which the meat may have 
been supplied. 

Smith had also failed to 
inform the district council 
and the Food Standards 
Agency that he had changed 
his food business from stor¬ 
ing and supplying frozen 
meat to slaughtering live ani¬ 
mals and supplying their 


meat. 

He was fined a total of £1,025 
and was ordered to pay court 
costs of £1,303. 

Liz Knox, environmental 
service manager at the coun¬ 
cil, said “We often get calls 
from the public about the 
activities of businesses which 
we will always investigate 
thoroughly. In this case we 
found an example which 
could have had a real impact 
on the health of our residents. 

“While going to court is 
never an easy option, it dem¬ 
onstrates our commitment to 
protecting public safety. 

“We will continue to moni¬ 
tor food businesses across 
East Cambs and if anyone 
fails to keep up adequate 
standards, we will have no 
alternative but to take appro¬ 
priate enforcement action.” 


Man’s body found

THE body of a man in his 30s was discovered in 
Littleport yesterday. 

The man was found dead near Littleport Fire 
Station, in Ponts Hill, at around 5am. 

Ponts Hill was sealed off by officers while 
forensic teams examined the scene. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire police said: 
“We were called at about 5am on Wednesday 
after the body of a man was discovered near 
Littleport Fire Station, in Ponts Hill. 

“The death of the man, who is in his 30s, is 
being treated as unexplained at this time.”

Chaos as water 
mains burst 


SCHOOLS closed and thou¬ 
sands of homes and busi¬ 
nesses were left without 
water when two water mains 
burst near Ely. 

Residents in the Littleport, 
Little Downham, Coveney 
and Prickwillow area were 
affected by the incident on 
Monday, which also forced 
three schools to close. 

Both Littleport’s schools - 
Millfield Primary School and 
Littleport Community 
Primary School - as well as 
Downham Feoffees Primary 
School in Little Downham all 
closed for the day. 

Anglian Water issued a 
statement on Monday morn¬ 
ing saying they expected the 
water to be fixed by 2pm that 
day. However, the issues were 
not fully resolved until 
around lam on Tuesday. 

In a statement issued on 
Tuesday morning, a spokes- 
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man for the organisation said: 
“First and foremost, we’re 
exceedingly sorry to our cus¬ 
tomers whose water supply 
was interrupted. 

“We know it will have been 
very frustrating for custom¬ 
ers, and for that, we are very 
sorry. 

“The incident lasted as long 
as it did because we had to 
repair two bursts. The second 
burst happened when we 
were building up pressure in 
the network after we had 
repaired the first. 

“While the first was fixed 
before lunchtime, the second 
burst interrupted supplies 
again. We fixed this just 
before 9pm, after which we 
had to slowly build pressure 
in the network. 

“Everyone’s supply should 


have been back to normal 
around midnight. Because 
the area served by these pipes 
is so large, some people will 
have been back to normal 
before others. 

“We will conduct a full 
review of both of these inci¬ 
dents, and learn any lessons 
that we can. While it is unu¬ 
sual for a situation like this to 
develop, we recognise that 
our customers will have been 
greatly inconvenienced. 

“Anyone with any concerns 
about their water quality 
should get in touch with us on 
03457 145 145.” 

Shops in the villages report¬ 
ed that they had sold out of 
bottled water as a result of the 
issues and the school closures 
proved controversial among 
parents, particularly those in 
Little Downham, the majority 
of whom had water just a few 
hours later.

‘Patients want 
an explanation’ 


MYSTERY surrounds the sud¬ 
den closure of a village phar¬ 
macy - and frustrated resi¬ 
dents want answers. 

Alchemy Pharmaceuticals, 
which operated out of St 
George’s Medical Centre in 
Littleport, was given just a few 
days notice to leave the prac¬ 
tice on September 10 - to the 
horror of patients. 

The following day, the prac¬ 
tice announced the firm had 
launched a legal challenge 
against the decision and 
would remain at the GP sur¬ 
gery, in Parsons Lane, until 
the matter was settled. 

In a statement posted on St 
George’s Medical Centre’s 
website last week, which has 
since been deleted, they said: 
“There has been a legal dis- 
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pute between the GP partner¬ 
ship and Alchemy Pharma¬ 
ceuticals Ltd (trading as St 
George’s Pharmacy). 

“The pharmacy was asked to 
leave on Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 10 but will remain on the 
premises until further notice. 

“We are aware many of our 
patients use this service for 
prescriptions and have found 
it particularly useful for out of 
hours or immediate dispens¬ 
ing following a doctor’s app¬ 
ointment. 

“We are very sorry for the 
inconvenience that may be 
caused during this difficult 
time.” 

However, the pharmacy has 


now gone - and patients want 
to know why. 

Jackie Murfitt, of High Street, 
said: “One minute we’re told it 
might be staying and the next 
minute it’s gone completely. 

“The closure has caused a lot 
of hassle for a lot of people, as 
we’ve all had to make rearran¬ 
gements. Yet nobody’s being 
honest about what’s happened 
- I think we all deserve an 
explanation. 

“We need this pharmacy. 
Littleport is growing at a phe¬ 
nomenal rate and the village 
cannot cope without it. Lloyds 
Pharmacy in Main Street isn’t 
enough.” 

Neither Alchemy Pharma¬ 
ceuticals nor the medical cen¬ 
tre were available to com¬ 
ment.

Harry Bennett, 19, is to re¬ 
ceive a Royal Humane Society 
award for pulling his neigh¬ 
bour, Ian Taylor, to safety 
after he had sunk up to his 
armpits in the river behind 
their homes. 

On December 8 last year, Mr 
Taylor, 42, was cleaning rub¬ 
bish from the river - Soham 
Lode - when he got into seri¬ 
ous difficulty. 

Although the river is only 
around two to three feet deep, 
there are hidden pockets of 
silt, which Mr Taylor did not 
realise. 

Before he knew it, the father- 
of-one, who lives in Mill 
Corner, with his wife, Naomi, 
had stepped into the silt and 
quickly began to sink. He 
started to shout for help but 
was sinking by the second 
and by the time Naomi rush¬ 
ed down to the water’s edge 
the water was up to his arm- 
pits and he had just his arms 
and head above the water. 

Without a pause for thought, 
Harry, a former Soham Vill¬ 
age College student, donned 
his waders and rushed out-

side. He climbed over the 
fence at the back of the gar¬ 
den and leapt into the river 
before dragging Ian from the 
silt and to the riverbank to 
safety. 

Speaking to Ely News at the 
time, Harry said: “I’ve been in 
the river ever since I was a lit¬ 
tle boy so know where all the 
silt areas are. Ian obviously 
didn’t. 

“It was a struggle to drag 
him from the silt but I don’t 
feel like a hero -1 just feel like 
I helped him out.” 

As well as the award he is to 
receive, Harry has also won 
the personal praise of Dick 
Wilkinson, secretary of the 
Royal Humane Society, who 
said: “He was truly the right 


person in the right place at 
the right time, showed enor¬ 
mous presence of mind and 
knew what to do thanks to his 
local river-bank knowledge. 
He richly deserves the award 
he is to receive.” 

Harry was nominated for 
the award by Cambridgeshire 
Police and will be presented 
with it at a date yet to be con¬ 
firmed. 

Speaking to the News, Mr 
Taylor said: “If my wife, Harry 
or any of the neighbours 
hadn’t have been at home I 
dread to think what would 
have happened to me. I feel 
extremely grateful to Harry 
for what he did and certainly 
won’t be going back in the 
river.”

A better bypass solution 

WHAT is a bypass ? It should be a road 
designed to remove traffic from past, present 
and future problem traffic areas. 

If all current planning is granted, as you have 
published in your paper, the current bypass 
will only move the problem to the A10/ 
A142/141 interchange. 

If all large housing development is built in the 
area, the bridge in its present position will very 
soon be just like the Dartford crossing, with 
traffic held up by the volume trying to go over 
one roundabout at the point above. 

Plus the Thetford to Fiveways bypass only cost 
£102 million for a four-lane, nine-mile dual 
carriageway. Times that by two and it equals 
£11 million per mile of single carriageway. 

How can we allow one mile to cost £31 million 
and create future problems, to then cost 
millions more, to solve a problem which could 
be resolved now by planning a better solution. 
This would be to take the bypass from Stutney 
Hill, over to Witchford roundabout, crossing 
the railway at a lower level and next to the river 
one lower bridge. 

This may be more costly, but create no future 
problems. I ask readers what they think of the 
current average cost. Industry figures are £10 .6 
million per mile for single carriageway.

“We’d like to thank mem¬ 
bers of the public for their 
assistance in helping to locate 
Kitty.” 

Donna Culley, director of 
home care and extra care for 
Sanctuary Supported Living, 
which manages Baird Lodge, 
said that residents living in 


such extra care accommoda¬ 
tion are free to come and go as 
they please. 

She said: “Kitty was found 
safe and well, and we are very 
thankful for the co-ordinated 
efforts of both the local and 
London police services in 
their search. 

“Baird Lodge is not a nurs¬ 
ing home and should not be 
mistaken for a facility offering 
services which would be more 
appropriate for those in need 
of constant care. 

“It is accommodation for 
older residents who wish to 
live independently, but with 
optional added support which 
individuals may choose to 
take advantage of, such as a 
pull-cord alarm system.”

Concerns over 
price of homes 


NEWS that the number of 
affordable homes built as 
part of the mammoth 
‘North Ely’ development 
could be halved has sparked 
concern. 

Although it is 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council policy that 30 per 
cent of such developments 
must be classed as ‘afforda¬ 
ble housing’, that could be 
lowered to just 15 per cent 
for the North Ely scheme. 

It is because the county 
council and East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council are trying to negoti¬ 
ate a deal with the develop¬ 
ers behind the plans - which 
will see thousands of new 
homes eventually built in 
the north of the city - to help 
pay for two new schools 
which will be needed to 
cater for the influx of new 
families. 

The result of that deal 
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between the councils and 
the developers, namely the 
Church Commissioners and 
Endurance Estates, could be 
that the number of afforda¬ 
ble houses is slashed by half. 

Christine Whelan, of Kings 
Avenue, Ely, is concerned. 

She said: “At the current 
prices of £185,000 for a two- 
bedroom property, this 
means that anyone trying to 
get onto the property ladder 
will have little or no chance 
to do so. 

“Higher land values mean 
that house prices will 
increase even more, making 
it even more difficult for 
buyers to get on the ladder.” 

It comes just as the Rural 
Services Network (RSN) 
called on ministers to aban¬ 
don proposals that mean 
housing developments of 


less than 10 units would no 
longer have to include 
affordable homes. 

In a joint statement, the 
district and county councils 
said: “North Ely will be a 
major development for the 
city providing new homes, 
infrastructure and opportu¬ 
nities for residents in East 
Cambridgeshire and those 
wishing to move to the dis¬ 
trict. 

“Between the two local 
authorities and the develop¬ 
ers, we are working hard to 
strike the right balance 
between affordable homes 
and market value properties 
as well as ensuring the funds 
are available to pay for 
things like new schools, 
roads and leisure facilities. 

“As this agreement is still 
under negotiation we cannot 
comment further but we are 
working together to get the 
best overall package.”

UNEMPLOYMENT is continuing to 
fall in the Ely area, according to 
new figures. 

Data released by the Office for 
National Statistics this week 
shows the number of unemployed 
claimants in South East 
Cambridgeshire is now 545. This 
represents 0.9 per cent of the 
economically active population 
aged between 16 and 64. 

The number of unemployed 
claimants in the area is 507 lower 
than in August 2013 and 31 lower 
than in July this year. The 
constituency has one of the lowest 
rates of unemployment in Britain. 

Nationally, the level of 
unemployment fell by 146,000 to 
2.02 million in the three months 
leading up to August. The national 
unemployment rate now stands at 
6.2 per cent. 

Sir Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “These 
employment figures show that 
South East Cambridgeshire 
continues to have one of the 
lowest levels of unemployment 
anywhere in the UK, but there is 
no room for complacency. 

“We must continue to build our 
economic recovery to help those 
who remain out of work. That is 
why I support the continued 
efforts of this Government in 
increasing apprenticeships so that 
our young people can have a real 
start to their working lives.”

School puts 
in new plan 
for city site 


GOVERNORS of King’s Ely have 
scaled back their plans to build 
new houses on land in one of the 
city’s busiest streets. 

It was in January that the leading 
independent school applied for 
planning permission to build two 
detached, three-bedroom houses 
on land at the rear of 35 St Mary’s 
Street, which is within the city’s 
conservation area. 

The school owns number 35 and 
used to use the building as board¬ 
ing facilities for its pupils. 
However, governors say they no 
longer need the property and that 
they hope to convert it in the “very 
near future”. 

The proposals proved controver¬ 
sial, with objectors, including 
nearby residents, the City of Ely 
Council, the Ely Society and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
conservation officer, saying that 
building in the garden of the 
Victorian property would be 
“inappropriate”. 

They also said the scheme would 
“detract from the overall charac¬ 
ter of the conservation area” and 
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would “affect the amenities of 
neighbouring residents”. 

Now the school has scaled back 
its proposals and has submitted 
fresh plans to build just one house 
on the land, which is located next 
door to St Mary’s Surgery and 
Lloyds Pharmacy, and reached via 
the access to the surgery car park. 

In a statement to the district 
council, the school’s agents, 
Cheffins, said: “The site is 
extremely well located for most 
services and facilities and is with¬ 
in easy walking distance of the 
high street, local schools and 
nurseries. 

“The space available has been 
fully utilised with regard to the 
sensitivities and constraints of 
the site.”

‘Proposals

AFTER a glorious summer at home 
pottering around his garden in 
Ireland, green-fingered TV presenter 
Diarmuid Gavin is now preparing his 
beds for the cooler months. 

"Things in my own garden are 
beginning to die back. I have some 
wisterias I've been training up a cast 
iron verandah and underneath that 
I will be ripping out some perenni¬ 
als that haven't been happy in my 
garden, like a trochodendron, which 
has looked sickly and has black spots 
under the leaf." 

He swears by the following tips for 
renewal and regeneration which will 
help your garden withstand the cooler 
months and ensure it is in good condi¬ 
tion for the year ahead. 

THE LAWN: "It's time to get ready for 
renewal and the first thing to look at 
is the lawn, which has probably been 
battered by kids running all over it in 
the summer holidays. 

"A really good maintenance ses¬ 
sion, scarifying, aerating and topping 
up the roots of the grass plants with 
some autumn fertiliser will make a 
massive difference," he says. "Really 
getting stuck in with a spring tine

rake to remove all the thatch is an 
incredibly satisfying job. 

"For a couple of weeks, the lawn 
will look like you've demolished it, but 
later on, it will improve its condition. 
It's all about toughening it up to get 
it ready for winter. Spiking it and 
aerating it really allows the oxygen to 
get right down to the roots, but also 
releases some of the other bad gases 
that may have built up. Be cruel to be 
kind." 

PROLONG THE SEASON: Continue 
to deadhead anything that's still in 
flower but also visit your local garden 
centre to see what's coming into 
flower. 

"Some of the autumn sedums are 


fantastic and encourage butterflies, 
so you could drop in some spot colour 
before the frost comes." 

CLEAR UP LEAVES: You'll have to 
rake up fallen leaves or they will suf¬ 
focate any plant life underneath them 
and provide shelter for pests. If you 
have lots of leaves and enough space 
and time, make leaf mould by putting 
your leaves into dustbin liners with 
air holes in them and leave them to 
rot down to make a great mulch. It 
does, however, take a year or so for 
the leaves to break down sufficiently 
to use. 

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS: Tidy up 
herbaceous perennials that are flop¬ 
ping or have developed rust. 

In a month's time, you can start 
to lift and divide perennials to renew 
their vigour and produce new plants. 
Out of one clump, you may get seven 
or eight smaller ones. Replant them, 
digging organic matter into the soil at 
the same time and they should give 
you a good show next year. 

CHECK YOUR SOIL: Autumn is a 
good time to check to see how your 
soil is doing. Prepare to do a big mulch 
and buy in some organic material. 


"Planning is key," says Gavin. "If 
the garden has produced the goods 
for you this year - and for most 
people it's been a really bountiful 
year - you want to condition the soil. 
See what will need to be mulched and 
enriched and order your manure to be 
delivered, before everyone else does." 
PLANT BULBS: Bulbs have been 
in garden centres for the last eight 
weeks and now it's worth having 
a co-ordinated approach to this, 
considering what you want to achieve, 
whether it's bulbs in pots around the 
front door, or in drifts in a lawn - you 
can co-ordinate that with your lawn 
aeration - or in through the beds and 
borders. 

"Maybe buy a 5kg bag of daffodils 
and plant them in drifts rather than 
placing them one by one. Throw them 
on the ground and see where they 
land, which will give you the most 
naturalistic planting. Plant them at 
least twice their depth and give them 
a bit of feed if you want them to be 
vigorous." 

"The secret is, don't skimp on 
bulbs. The only place you can skimp is 
if you're just putting them in pots."
